Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the. honour to present my report for the 
year 1958. 


The order of the Vital Statistics has been changed 
slightly at the request of the ilinistry of Health, for ease of 
comparison with other districts 


Apart from measles there were no epidemics, 
Poliomyelitis Uglies to be the most serious infectious disease 
During the year there were two cases of paralytic and no cases 
of Benes shat ic Poliomyelitis. 


The list of notifiable diseases has its origin in 
antiquity. This list was d signed to meet a particular need 
In many enses that need has been satisfied and could, with 
benefit, be amended, unless the noaiiriee (AON O12 a discase Serves 
a definite purpose, I feel it should be deleted. 


The diseases I should like to delete from the list 
are puerperal pyrexia ophthalmia neona tori, pneumonia, measles 
and scarlet fever. Puerperal pyrexia, optthalmia neonatorum and 
pneumonia were made noetifiablc bofore the advent of sulphonamides 
and antibiotics. These drugs have turned dangeroud, often fatal 
ond frequently crippling diseases, into diseases which are easily 
controlled. The importance of meas 3les is the complications which 
are again controllable by drugs. As far as measles is concerned 
we have no specific treatment and no generally used prophylatic 

Gamma Globulin will prevent or modify a ense measles, but it is 
expensive and difficult to produce and it is most unlikely that 
it will ever be in general uSé. 


In the case of the remaining notifiable diseases 
notifications of the case stili play c vital part as by early 
notification segregation of the case and isolation or examination 
af contacts can be carried out, 


In place of the deleted diseases, I would like to 
see added anthrax, brucellosis, leptospirosis and tetanus on 
the list of notific ble Gdiseasese 
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It is with regret that I leave the services of the 
shoreham-by-sea Urban District Council. I should like to take 
this opportunity of thanking the staff of the Public Health 
department and in particular Mr. Goodbody, M.2.S.H., tA .P.HeIe 
for their valued support and assistance during the time I haves 
Spent as ifedical Officer of Health, and I should also like to 
express my appreciation of the guidance of the clerk of the 
Council Mr.R Davies, LiL, B.

Hospitals 


A comprehensive hospital and specialist service is 
provided by the Regional Hospital Board. Doctors can 
arrange whatever forms of treatment are needed for their 
patients in general or special hospitals, whether as in- 
patients or out-patients., Hospital accommodation of a 
private nature is available in certain circumstances, 
Subject to appropriate charges. All types of Gases are 
thus provided for - medical, surgical, maternity, infectious 
diseases, and those requiring sanatorium or mental hospital 
treatment, 


Nursing 

General District Nurses, Midwives, Health Visitors and 
School Nurses are employed by the West Sussex County Council 
to serve in the area, Lists showing names and addresses of 
these nurses may be seen at County Librarics, Town Halls, or 
Offices of local District Councils, and the Public Health 
Department, County Hall, Chichester.

4, observations were made in respect of smoke and dust 
emissions and 843 visits were made to investigate and advise on 
such nuisances. 


During the year 15 complaints were received, mainly con=- 
cérning dust from industrisl activities carried out on the 
wharves in the Brighton Road area. Such complaints have come 
from all-parts of the district including the Beach. Some 
alterations have been carried out to improve the methods of 
handling dusty materials such as coal and road stone,and whilst 
efficient handling and suitable screening can cut down con~- 
siderably the amount of dust produced, there is still a 
considerable quantity of dust which escapes into the atmosphere. 
High pressure mist spraying has been successfully utilized in 
connection with certain parts of the plant at one wharf. 
Experiments are still being carried out in an endeavour to 
solve the problem of dust emitted when dusty materials are 
Lifted by means of crane and grab. 


Observations of boiler chimney stacks have been carried 
out but very little smoke nuisance has bcen noted.

Woodworm in Council Houses 


Following a report to the Public Health and Housing 
Committee of the presence of woodworm incertain of the Council 
houses, the Surveyor and the Chief Public Health Inspector were 
asked to report on such infestations. AS @ result of their 
report in December 1957, the Council decided that treatments 
of Council houses affected by this pest should be carried out 
by the Council's Rodent Operator and General Assistant under 
the supervision of the Surveyor and Chief Public Health Inspec- 
tore The treatments generally consisted of vacuum cleaning 
of the roof space, followed by spraying of roof timbers with an 
insecticide; examination of floor timbers and other woodwcrk 
in the house and treatment by injection or spraying of affected 
woodwork; examination and treatment by injection of tenants’ 
furture, which is. carricd,out free of, charge, In addition 
at appropriate times the roof space is treated by means of an 
insecticidal smoke. Further inspections and treatments as 
found to be necessary will be carried out. 


It was thought that many of the 282 pre-war Council houses 
would be affected to some extent by woodworm. During the year 
under review 50 houses were treated initially for woodworm. 


Moveable Dwellings 
No applications were received during the year for licences 
in respect of caravan sites.

The methods employed in the destruction of rodents in the 
district are those recommended by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, and a Rodent Operator and General Assistant 
is employed for part of his time on this work. 


The Council's sewers are treated systematically and the 
refuse tip was treated 9 times during the year, but no major 
infestation was found. 


During the year the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries & 
Food decided to “run down" the work of the Rodent Control 
Section of the County Agricultural Executive Committees and 
Local authorities were invited to consider offering farmers 
a Similar form of contract for rodent control as was operated 
previously by the Agricultural Committees. Only two such 
contracts had been in operation in this district by the 
Agricultural Committee and the farmers concerned decided to 
make their own arrangements for rodent control.

Food Hygiene Regulations 1955 


During the year under review all the premises coming within 
the scope of these Regulations where there were outstanding 
notices in respect of contraventions of the Regulations were 
visited, and by the end of the year it was recorded that all the 
premises complied with the Regulations. Although the premises 
may comply with the Regulations, it frequemtly happens that a 
food handler unthinkingly contravenes the Regulations by care- 
less handling of food, displaying food without properly 
protecting it, wrapping food in newspaper instead of clean 
‘paper, smoking at the back of the shop, or by general lack of 
cleanliness. During 1958, 582 inspections were made of food 
premises when due regard was had to the provisions of these 
Regulationse Lt was found that in the majority of cases 
Mi. ovenelilG Were, G€irectea foliawing advice by the Public Health 
Inspectors, without recourse being necessary to ®rmal action. 
it was, however, necessary for summonses to be issued in 
respect Of che restaurant in the district where the main con- 
traventions were dirty condition of sinks and draining boards, 
Window frames and sills, walls and ceilings, floors, accumu- 
lations of rubbish, and uncovered food. The proprietor was 
fined a total of £3.10s.-0d. in respect of seven s ummonses. 
Shortly after the contraventions were noticed, the premises 
were closed down. 


Sy; routine inspections of locd venicics, stalls etc. were 
carried out during the year and 8 contraventions found, mainly 
consisting of unclean conditions of the internal surfaces of 
delivery vanse 
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Inspection of Other ] or_ Food 


69 complaints were received concerning unsound food during 
the year, every one of which was investigated thoroughly. Where 
wnsound food was found displayed orstored for sale on food 
premises, it was in every case surrendered voluntarily for 
destruction. A few of the more serious complaints concerning 
unsound food or food containing foreign bodies which were 
considered by the Public Health and Housing Committee were as 
follows: =- 

(i) Baked Beans. A piece of string 1" long found in a can of 
baked beans. Council were satisfied that all reasonable pre- 
cautions had been taken, and took no further action. 


(ii) Sweets. A $" long metal spike found in a soft-centred 
sweet. The manufacturers stated that they used a metal 
detector designed to prevent this type of occurrence. The 
Gouncil took a serious view of this matter and sent a suitable 
warning to the firm. 


‘(ii4) Loaf. A complaint was received from a neighbouring 
district concerning a cigarette-end found in a cut loaf 
manufactured in this area. Employees at the bakery were 
liable to instant dismissal if found smoking but it was 
found necessary to advise the bakery to instruct employees 
mat cigarettes were not to be carried whilst working in the 
bakery. 


(iv) Hot Cross Bun. Cigarette-end found in a hot cross bun 
manufactured by a firm in a neighbouring district. Found 
that none of the employees in the department where buns were 
manufactured smoked the brand of cigarette found in the bun. 
The Council took a serious view of the complaint and asked 
the manufacturers to take diligent precautions to prevent a 
recurrence. 


(v) Rock Cake. An inch square piece of mouldy material 
alleged to have been found in a rock cake purchased in the 
district. Tests showed that the material had not been baked 
in the rock cake and it was assumed that the complaint was not 
genuine. 
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(vi) Shrimps. Unsound shrimps sold by local fishmonger. The 
Council took proceedings under the provisions of Section 8 of 
the Food and Drugs Act 1955, and the proprietor was fined £5 
for selling a pint of shrimps unfit for human consumption. 


(vii)Ginger Nut Biscuit. A small flake of metal found ina 
ginger nut biscuit. The Council asked that steps be taken 
Loepreventie mecurrence, 


(viii) Iced Cake. small spots of mould formation on underside 
On meedscake, Manufacturer warned. 


(ix) Shredded Wheat. A packet of Shredded Wheat sold in a 
mouldy condition. Diflicuit to prove whether retailer or the 
wholesaler to blame and in this case the Council asked the 
retarter to take steps to prevent a recurrence. 


(x) Australian Minced Beef Loaf. A complaint concerning a 
tin of minced beer loaf which arrived at the Public Health 
Department after having been sent by mistake to the Ministry 
of Health, concerned the unusual bright red colouring of the 
meat content. Hound to contain no excess of metallic con- 
tamination but showed a pure heavy growth of proteus vulgaris. 
No evidence to show whether this growth had developed in the 
Pin soprw0r co opening .or,.ctherwise, and the Council took no 
further action in the matter. 


(xi Loaf. A complaint concerning a loaf sold ina stale and 
mouldy condition wes investigated and it was found that the 
loaf was at least 16 days old when it was gold by the shop 
keeper. The Council took a serious view of the complaint and 
Askedsnat steps be taken to prevent a recurrence. 


(xii)Fish and Chips. Small piece of wire in fish and chips. 
An assortment of articles had accumulated on a shelf above the 
working area at the rear of the shop, and the proprietor was 
asked to remove such articles from the roome 


(xiii) Cherry Cake. Mouldy wrapped cherry cake. Cake was 
several weeks old and had probably been sold out of rotation. 
Such cakes have normally a "shelf life" of 21 days but defective 
sealing of the wrapper, condensation, or damp storage conditions 
mey well have caused this condition. No further action was 
taken on this complaint. .

. Several complaints were received during the year concerning 
unsound food inciuding cooked chicken, steak pies, meat pies, 
Sausage rolls, steak and kidney, which were brought to the 
Public Health Department at too long an interval after the sale 
was effected. It was also noted that in many cases complaints 
jeconcerning unsound food were due entirely to lack of 
proper rotation of stock. Shop keepers are advised that with 
perishable goods it is most important that a proper rotation 

is kept and that over-ordering should be avoided. 


Various foodstuffs have been examined during routine 
inspections of, food premises and as a result of requests by 
‘shopkeepers and wholesalers, the following foods have been
